Pope Urges Pastoral 
Methods Be Current 


Vatican City —(Radio-NC)— Pope Pius XII has proposed | 
the establishment of centers to bring pastoral methods up to | 
date and to keep priests informed on what science, art and | 


technique have to offer in the care of souls. 


The recommendation was made in an address delivered | 


by the Holy Father to bishops and priests attending the sixth 


Italian study week on revision in 
pastoral practice. 


THE POPE spoke mostly of the 
underlying philosophy of Christian 
preaching, in keeping with the 
theme of the congress: “The Word 
of God in the Christian Commun- 
ity,” : 
His Holiness opened his dis- 
course by reviewing the nature 
of the sponsoring organization of 
the congress, the Pastoral direc- 
tives center of Milan. This center 
seeks to bring priests up to date 
on movements that foster Chris- 
tian life, to study pastoral di- 
rectives and means of carrying 
them out and to coordinate pas- 
toral activity. 


“‘A center for proposing direc- 
tives in pastoral work,’ with the 
aim of bringing pastoral methods 
up to date. is legitimate and in 
many cases necessary,” the Pope 
said. “The ‘priest with care of 
souls’ can and must know what! 
modern science, art and technique | 
affirm wherever they touch on the| 
end of man and his moral and re-| 
ligious life; what is religiously and 
morally admissable, what is not 
and what is indifferent.” 


The Holy Father spoke at length 


on the proposition that the preach- 


ing of the Word of God in the:

community finds its scope and its’ 


ultimate direction first in Christ’s 
teaching, and secondly in that of 
the Church. 

The Pope examined first the 
preaching of Christ from the view- 
point of Christ’s own personality 
and from the content of His ser- 
mons, Christ’s personality, he said, 
injected into His sermons charac- 
teristics of certainty of mind, dedi- 
cation to souls and independence 
of the judgments of others. 


CHRIST’S SERMONS in their 
content, the Pope _ continued, 
prompted a receptive disposition 
in His audience that inspired union 
with Christ, faith, trust, love, an 
unconditional dedication to and 
for Christ, and an imitation of Him. 


The Holy Father developed the 
second part of his discourse on 
the following question: “Has the 
Church’s teaching been adapted 
to modern man and his times?” 


For nearly two thousand years, 
he said, the Church in her teaching 
task has “survived the test of re- 
ality and of life . . .. everywhere 
and always the scope and result of 
the preaching of the Church have 
been to turn men into Christians, 
to instill in them the truth, life 
and riches of God’s grace. In this 
sense the Church’s preaching has 
been shown adaptable and has been 
adapted to all men, all times, all 
civilizations.” 


Modern ee directives will 
do well to keep in mind the teach- 
ings of the Church on matters con- 
cerning natural law and order, the 
Pope continued. He called the at- 
tention of the bishops and priests 
present to Papal pronouncements 
on such topics as social problems, 
secularism in its varied aspects, 
education and the school, interna- 
tional law and relations, the ques- 
tion of the right to wage war and

“THERE IS another point we 
cannot pass over in silence,” the 
Pope stated. “Peculiar circum- 
stances in the most recent period 
of ecclesiastical life have led: us to

In referring to the theologians 
who exercise their office through 
the ordinary Magisterium, the Holy 
Father said “it might be asked 
whether the word of theologians 
or that of the Church’s Magister- 
ium has greater weight and guar- 
antee of truth. 

“On this point, the encyclical 
Humani Generis (A Warning 
against Attempts to Distort Cath- 
olic Truths) declared: ‘For Our 
Divine Redeemer entrusted the de- 
posit of faith not to the theologi- 
ans, but to the Magisterium of the 
Church for its authentic interpre- 
tation.’ ” 

“This,” the Pope added, “does 
not, assuredly, prevent theologians 
and scientists from striving to give 
a scientific basis to a whole series 
of the difficult problems of life.”

For Suez Peace 


Vatican City —(NC)}— The 
world is aware of the danger 
of the Suez Canal crisis and is 
seeking a peaceful solution, 
said L’Osservatore Romano, 
Vatican City daily, in a com- 
mentary on the smoldering issue. 


“The only ship that has not 
succeeded in passing through the 
Suez Canal is the ship of peace, 
while everyone recognizes the fact 
that it should be the first to pass,” 
l’Osservatore stated. 


THE DAILY SAID that the 
conscience of the people is reso- 
lutely determined in favor of 
peace and opposed to any conflict, 
even a local one. It recalled that 
an issue somewhat similar to.the 
Suez Canal trouble was the spark 
that ignited the past two world 
wars. 

“The world is aware of the 
danger,” L’Osservatore  con- 
tinued, “and wants to avoid it. 
After two catastrophes from 
which it has not yet recovered 
morally, politically or socially, 
and in view of the possibility of 
a third war, the world is in- 
clined to change the celebrated 

motto of Pompey: ‘it is neces- 
sary to sail, not to live.’ ” 


(This motto had its origin when 
sailors were afraid to take their 
ships into stormy seas. The su- 
periors of Pompey said it was 
more important that ships con- 
tinue to pass than that lives be 
protected.) 


L’Osservatore said the people of 
today’s world believe “it is neces- 
sary to live, not to sail.” ) 


The Vatican City daily quoted 
President Eisenhower's statement 
that “the objective of peace, more 
than anything else, is engraved 
upon our daily existence.” 

‘In commenting on this, it add- 
ed: “France and England have 
given meritorious proof of the 
truth and value of this judgment

thusiasm and enormous increases | 


in attendance, and in the reception 
of Holy Communion, are concern- 
ed.” 


At the same time, Archbishop. 


O’Hara’s report emphasized that 


increased attendance at Holy Week | 


services “is only the first step.” 
He quoted one bishop as saying: 

“Physical presence is. not 
enough. After our people are 
there, they must be helped along 
the road to a more intelligent un- 
derstanding of the Liturgy and a 
more complete participation in the 
same ... the new ordo offers al- 
most unlimited possibilities in this 
direction.” 


ELSEWHERE IN the report, 
Archbishop O’Hara suggested that 
a “great deal of education of 
clergy and faithful alike is need- 
ed” if the Easter Vigil “is to take 
its rightful place as the principal 
service in the whole Church year.” 


A great many of the reports 
sent to Archbishop O’Hara by his 
fellow members of the American 
hierarchy said, in connection with 
participation by the laity, that a 
greater use of the vernacular 
‘would be most desirable.” He 
said only a few reports indicated 
opposition to an extended use of 
the vernacular. 

Summing up the recommenda- 
tions of the American bishops on 
the use of the vernacular in the 
Holy Week Rites, Archbishop 
O'Hara wrote: 


“Renewal of the baptismal 
-yows in the vernacular at the
